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The head of a secondary school is the riot torn 
Moss Side area of Manchester has cancelled a 
“police week” arranged to take place at the 
school next week. 

Mr James Anderton, chief constable of the 
Greater Manchester Police, was to have addres- 
sed the school and the normal timetable was to 
have been replaced with visits, displays and les- 


sons Involving the police. 

Mr Harry Tomlinson, head of Birley high 
school said this week: “I am certain that we 


should not so soon take on an exercise which 
could be seen simply as propaganda.” Teachers at 
the school have said they reared buildings might 
be attacked and vandalized with such an obvious 
police presence there. 

Following the riots, education officers will 
stress the need for adquaate funding of the youth 


service when' a delegation of the Society of 
Education Officers meets Sir James Hamilton, 
Permanent Secretary at the Department of 
Education and Science next week. 

Mr Michael Harrison, chief education officer 
for Sheffield, said this week: “When it comes to 
the crisis, who is there as front line troops to 
defuse the situation? If they are clever, there’s 
the police, but equally effective are good youth 
workers. It's the youth and community workers 
who are in the front line and there’s an obvious 
resource implication." 

Three-quarters of the 70 local authorities which 
responded to a survey of spending on youth 
services carried out fiy the National Youth 
Bureau were planning cuts. 

Cuts planned by county councils averaged 11.7 
per cent overall, by metropolitan authorities 11.2 


per cent and by London boroughs 3.1 per cent 
with several making no cuts at all. The percen- 
tage of metropolitan and county councils making 
cuts is the same - 77 per cent. 

However, in Manchester, city councillors this 
week. threw out a £5m package of education cuts 
which could have meant the virtual abolition of 
adult education and the youth service. In Avon, 
too, the new Labour administration has reversed 
a package of manpower cuts in the youth service 
planned by the previous Tory administration. 

In Liverpool, though, one of the city’s com- 
munity homes which provides education on the 
premises for youngsters at risk is threatened with 
closure. Another has been closed in Birmingham.

Head and senior 
staff suspended

The head teacher and three senior 
staff have been suspended from an 
Essex secondary Bchool following 
clashes over discipline and teaching 
methods. 

They will present their cases 
against the decision to a disciplinary 
hearing of the board of governors on 
Monday The complaints against them 
have not been made public but the 
three staff clashed with the headmis- 
tress over the way the school is run. 

The headmistress, Mrs Pamela 
McDermott, a magistrate who has 
been at the 811-pupil Belfairs Girlfc 
High School in Leigh -on-Sea for 
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eignt years, Is said to have tried to 
introduce tighter discipline and more 
traditional teaching methods in the 
school. 

Mrs McDermott was opposed by 
the three staff and the argument is 
said to have developed into a perso- 
nality clash. 

The staff are: deputy head Mrs 
Ann Brohl; head of religious educa- 
tion, Mre Gillian Mann and head of 
mathematics, Maureen Hockley. The 
second deputy Miss Hobday is now 
acting headmistress. 

The National Union of Teachers’ 
regional officer Mr B?v Curtis has 
been involved for three years but the 
situation: has worsened over the past 
12 months. 

Mr Curtis wUI represent the three 
staff at the hearing while Mrs 
McDermott will be supported by the 
National Association of Head 
Teachers. 

.The governors are expected to 
look in 'particular at two aspects of 


the case: the way the school is man- 
aged and the performance of the 
three staff. 

Last year, Essex County Council 
sent a team of its inspectors into the 
school and they spent several weeks 
there. A compromise solution was 
eventually put forward involving 
proposed transfer to other schools in 
the country for some of those in- 
volved and early retirement for 
others. This was rejected. 

“They were then given an ultima- 
tum: 'Sort yourselves out, or else'”, 
said one local union official. “They 
didn’t and this is the ‘or else"’.- 


A secret report by a monitoring 

B which visited the school at the 
ling of this academic year final- 
ly led the governors to recommend 
the suspensions. Chairman of the 
governors Mr Leslie Curtols said he 
had no comment to make on the 
situation. 

A spokeswoman for Essex County 
Council said that the inspectors 
found nothing insoluble at the 
school “But we have now got to talk 
it out and find the best solution to 
the problem”. 

Mr David Hart, general secretary 
of NAHT, who is representing Mrs 
McDermott, said that she was I 
threatened with suspension by the 
local education authority some 
months ago. 

“I cannot see that the situation has 
changed in six. months or so, I told 
the council then that suspension 
would be totally and utterly unjust 
and they agreed with me. Suspension 
is normally only used in allegations 
Of misconduct and there is no ques- 
tion of misconduct in this case . .

Performance unit threatened

The Department of Education and 
Science is to scale down activities of 
the Assessment of Performance 

Unit. , . . 

The DES has been told by resear- 
chers and statisticians that it cannot 
hope to get the kind of information 
the unit was set up to provide, and 
now there is speculation that the 
unit’s £lm a year programme will be 
substantially reduced or even cut 
altogether. 

Set up in 1975 by the Government 
to monitor the achievements of chil- 
dren in school and to report on 
changes or trends, the unit quickly 
ran into trouble with critics of the 
statistical techniques it planned to 
use in the crucial areas of maths and 
English. 

The cost of testing, the pressures 
placed on some schools by repeated 
testing and objections from teachers 
and ethnic minorities about some of 
the questions the APU would like to 
ask, have all limited the usefulness 
of the information the unit has been 
able to collect. 

Now the sole indicator of the so- 
cial background of schools tested, 
the take-up of free school meals, has 
been abandoned because local au- 
thorities have been providing them 
on widely differing oases. No suit- 
able alternative has been found. 

Last month, the DES called a 
summit meeting of 30 or so eminent 
educational researchers and statisti- 
cians to discuss alternatives to the 
controversial Rasch model - the sta- 
tistical technique that was supposed 
to allow standards to be compared 
from year to year even though diffe- 
rent tests were being used. 

One drawback with the Rasch 
model that even some of its propo- 
nents acknowledge is that in scaling 
the relative difficulty of test ques- 


tions it is unable to distinguish be- 
tween those that are inherently diffi- 
cult and those that few get right 
simply because they have not co- 
vered the work in their syllabus. 

This, it is claimed by critics, means 
that if the unit uses the Rasch model 
to make year by year comparisons of 
standards, it would have to limit 
such comparisons to a minimum 
common core of knowledge and con- 
tent which could have massive back- 
wash effects on the curriculum in 
schools. 

The DES submitted a remarkable 
paper to this meeting of experts re- 
vealing for the first time the full 
extent of the department's expecta- 
tions of the APU, many of which 
have been, disappointed. 

Information is collected at present 
on pupils' performance in maths, 
language and science. Up to this 
year these results could be looked at 
according to the size of school; met- 
ropolitan or non-metropolitan dis- 
trict; region; pupil-teacher ratio; per- 
centage of free school meals and the 
sex of pupil. 

The department says other factors 
are of more interest to the depart- 
ment but these have been rejected as 
“impracticable”. These include the 
effects on standards of setting and 
streaming, syllabuses followed, build- 
ings, abilities of intake, absenteeism, 
class sizes, exams taken, parental 
education, social grouping and the 
incidence of ethnic minorities. 

The DES then presented 13 ques- 
tions it would have liked answered 
by the APU’s work such as whether 
children perform better in schools or 
classes or different sizes, what effect 
the environment had on performance 
or the different characteristics of- 
schools; or did the language back- 
ground of the pupil have an effect?

The failure of the APU to come to 
any firm conclusions on the question 
of class size effects must have made 
the DES aware of the limitations of 
the unit's surveys. If it did not, by al! 
accounts emerging from this closed 
meeting, the DES was left in little 
doubt by thc experts that the depart- 
ment's expectations are totally un- 
realistic. 

There were various suggestions for 
different approaches to the compari- 
son of standards over time on the 
basis of different tests but it seemed 
widely accepted that there was no 
obvious or simple solution to this 
problem. 

The APU’s work is unlikely to be 
dropped altogether because of (he 
Government's political commitments 
to monitoring standards. 

But plans are already afoot to re- 
duce tne frequency of (lie present 
seven surveys a year after 1983 and 
sample sizes are also to be reduced. 
That would make.it even harder for 
the unit to think of looking, into any 
new background variables and .the 
unit would like even to drop some of 
the present ones such as the three 
regions of England reported on 
separately. These divisions do not 
correspond with any used by other 
Government departments. 

The unit expected its reports to be 
of considerable interest to practising 
teachers, even if it did not manage 
to answer the policy questions tne 
Government was interested in. There 
has been little sign of this, however. 
The first primary maths report giving 
detailed results on some of the tests 
was published a year ago and has 
. sold fewer than 4,000 copies. That is 
less than one copy for every five 
primary schools in England.

The Council of Local Education Au- 
thorities has published its own con- 
sultative paper on a central body to 
run colleges and polytechnics. 

The document has appeared Just 
one or two weeks before the Gov- 
ernment’s own consultative paper, 
setting out the centralized scheme 
preferred by the DES alongside the 
local authorities' option. Local au- 
thority leaders felt that their scheme 
was inadequately summarized in the 
draft they saw of the government 
document and decided to publish 
their own In time for the start of 
CLEA’s annual conference. 

The 13-page CLEA document says 
a central nody should be set up to 
manage all higher education courses 
in the maintained sector - not just a 
limited number of major institutions, 
as in the DES- scheme. 

It says the body should be small 
and consist of representatives of the 
providing local education authorities 
and staff in the institutions. L.e.a.s 
should have a majority io ensure 
accountability. DES ana HM1 would 
be involved only as assessors. 

The committee would concentrate 
mainly on approving the funding of 
full-time ind snndwich courses, while 
a regional substructure of revamped 
regional advisory Councils would 
take responsibility for co-ordinating 
part-time and short courses. 

Pooling - the system under which 
all l.e.a.s contribute to a national 
pool on a formula basis which is 
used to reimburse all authorities run- 
ning advanced courses - would stay, 
but in a modified form.

In the past, many police never 
went into secondary schools except 
to make an arrest or pursue in- 
quiries. Now they are giving lectures, 
snowing films and running courses 
and discussion groups as part of their 
daily round of duties. 

In this capacity however police are 
not always welcome, but at Hoite 
Comprehensive, the secondary 
school in the Lozells project area, 
there has been considerable coopera- 
tion from Mr Steve Allatt the head- 
master, and his staff.

School closure would be ‘provocative’

Two choices in under-18s crisis 


Faced by horrifying new forecasts of youth unemployment, the 
Government may concentrate Its help on new school leavers and 
abandon more than 250,000 jobless under- 18s to the dole next year. It 
has to choose between a massive further expansion of the Youth 
Opportunities Programme or Its transformation into a foundation 
year of vocational preparation for leavers only. 

The choice Is set out In the new confidential report prepared for the 

The Manpower Services Commis- cedented response". 


The Manpower Services Commis- 
sion, alarmed by new forecasts from 
its experts of 777,000 jobless under- 
18s next year, is trying to head the 
Employment Secretary away from 
his plan to turn the Youth Opportu- 
nities Programme into a foundation 
year for school leavers. 

The plan, which would restrict 
YOP to 400,000 new leavers next 
year, is set out briefly and dismis- 
sively as a possible option in a report 
to the commission by its director of 
special programmes, Mr Geoffrey 
Holland. He says it would be very 
difficult to operate “even if it were 
thought desirable", and describes in 
detail what the commission s officials 
want to do instead. 

The officials agree with Mr Priors 
objective of a year's vocational pre- 
paration. But they want to give abso- 
lute priority to expanding the prog- 
ramme so that it can remain open to 
all the under-IBs - and perhaps some 
18-year-olds. It means, they say, ex- 
panding the capacity to 550,000 
youngsters straight away and to 
670,000 - 720,000 if 18-year-olds are 
included - next year.

No false 
judgments 
for disabled 

by Diane Spencer 

Parents, doctors and teachers should 
never assume, prematurely, that any 
handicapped young person will never 
be able to work or benefit from 
continuing education or vocational 
training, a report says. . 

The report, a new consultative 
document on further education, 
training and employment opportuni- 
ties for the handicapped, produced 
by the National Bureau for Hand- 
icapped Students, was launched last 


icapped Students, was launcneo iasi 
week. It emphasizes that the great 
majority of handicapped people are 
capable of making a useful contribu- 
tion to society which the community 
cannot afford lo ignore. 

It calls for a fundamental change 
of attitudes towards the employment 
potential of the disabled on the part 
of trade unions as well as employers. 

“It must not be assumed that be- 
cause a young person looks unusual 
he or she must inevitably be incom- 
petent or devoid of normal human 
skills nnd value." 

TTie report’s recommendations in- 
clude; 

• a government commitment to en- 
sure that all opportunities are avail- 
able to the handicapped; 

• proper coordination of education 
and training schemes at government 
level as at present responsibilities for 
these span several departments; 

• more generous grants for disabled 
students; 

• local authorities should plan col- 
leges or adapt them to take physical- 
ly handicapped students; 

• career teachers should be properly 
trained to help the disabled; 

• the Manpower Services Commis- 
sion should ntake its rules nnd previ- 
sion sufficiently flexible to adapt to 
the needs of handicapped trainees;

Sir, - I was fascinated to read the 
map question entered by Mr Mitch- 
ell, head of history at Manor school 
Cambridge. The more so as I had 
just finished marking nearly 300 
attempts at answering it on this 
year’s AEB 'O’ history paper. 

What really amazed me were his 
statements that; 

1. the map was unusual; 

2. a university don couldn’t answer 
it; 

3. neither he nor his history depart- 
ment could answer it; and 

4. he couldn't find a book printed 
since 1936 that contained it. 

Obviously. I am not allowed to 
discuss the contents of examination 
papers but I can reassure Mr Mitch- 
ell that I have just come across 
several hundred 16-year-olds who 
clearly know a good deal more about 
the treaty of Versailles than he does. 
Possibly this is because their 
teachers, unlike Mr Mitchell, know 
of and use Jack Watson's Surras in 
Twentieth Century World Affairs. 
The map in question is on page 18 of 
the book, which was first published 
in 1974. Incidentally, Allenstein was 
also referred to as East Prussia. I 

It’s very regrettable that binds for 
text booKs are so scarce that an 
entire history department should not 
have heard of the standard text book 
for a very popular syllabus. One can 
only hope they are not trying to 
teach it.

If you're lhe kind or person who 
can never take a turn around an 
an gallery without being smitten 
by the desire to rush out, buy 
paints and canvas and run up a 
masterpiece yourself, then go to 
Amsterdam. In the Vincent Vnn 
Gogh Museum, you don’t even 
have to leave the premises. 

Any day of the week, keen 
novices and average amateur

It's an idea that shows 
just how much die Dutch people 
care about art. Here, under expert 
guidance, anyone can find out for 
themselves what it means to 
experiment with colour, form and 
materials". 

The Van Gogh Museum is. a 
pleasant contrast |o the brooding 
Rijksmuseum, which houses the 
most comprehensive collection of 
old Dutch masters. The Van Gogh 
is small, bright and modern with 
huge windows allowing the 
natural light to illuminate the 
vivid views or Arles, the tortured 
cornfields, the twisted olive trees 
and the frenetic southern 
landscapes of this famous Dutch 
impressionist who .spent the best 
part of his painting life outside 
Holland. 

The workshop came into being 
as part of a deal suggested by Van . 
Gogh's nephew to the Dutch 
government when, In the early '

The Museum was completed in 
1973, with the workshop 
incorporated — just before Van 
Gogh's nephew died. He would 
no doubt be gratified today to 
•. know how successful it has turned 
- 6ut. . .1 . •. ! 

In eight years it has expanded to 
include formal courses in 
photography, etching .and silk- 
screening as well as standard . 
courses in drawing and painting. 
The cost Is very reasonable. — 
about 130 guilders (£25) fora; 
week's drawing- course and 250 


guilders (£48) for the same In 
painting. Both include meals and 
are held in the summer. 

But droppers-in are welcome at 
the workshop all year round, to 
have a go for an hour or two, . 
perhaps painting- or drawing the 
strategically placed bunches of 
flowers or bowls of fruit — or 
sometimes a live model. 

According to Ursula de Boer, 
there were no teachers for these 
casual classes at the beginning, 
but it was soon obvious that the 
inexperienced wanted guidance. 
"So now there's a teacher present 
all the. time". 

In Holland, art has never been 
the preserve of the rich, the 
church or the intellectuals. It has 
always been for the people. Down 
the -centuries, the butcher, the 
baker and honest burgher have 
bought and enjoyed paintings as a 
matter of course.

I have just completed next year's 
timetable for a group 10 mixed com- 
prehensive school with a roll of 870 
children. 

It is neat. The lower school curri- 
culum is a nice blend of the liberal, 
traditional and progressive. There is 
sufficient flexibility for departments 
to organize their teaching according 
to departmental strengths and beliefs. 
The fourth and fifth year options 
have a DES-approved sufficiency of 
common core, and time allocation 
and distribution has miraculously se- 
cured the approval of heads or de- 
partments. 

By combining upper and lower 
sixth for part or the time in certain 
subjects and a judicious eompund of 
RSA, O and A level, we have viable 
sixth form groups. So experienced 
teachers arc not over-burdened, nor 
teaching over-large classes lower 
down the school. 

The one-year sixth are catered for 
with a mixture of C5E and O level 
rc-sils. RSA examinations and three 
CEE courses. There is an equitable 
distribution of non- leaching time. 
There have been few complaints and 
those have been alleviated, and an 
encouraging number of compliments 
from colleagues. 


The task, which has fallen many 
hours of planning, negotiation and 
thinking, is now complete; and I am 
left with a profound feeling of dis- 
satisfaction! 

Out of 28 possible subject areas in 
next year's fourth and filth year cur- 
riculum only two do not lead to an 
external examination. To use unem- 
ployment ns a means of harrying 
young people into pursuing courses 
at the end of which, even if they are 
successful, they will get largely 
meaningless pieces of paper, is a 
confidence trick of staggering im- 
propriety. 

For the first time during my 
teaching career, teachers can count 
on the most unlikely parential back- 
ing for the application of the adoles- 
cent nose to an academic grindstone. 
The effect of this, together with the 
DES’s desire to have tighter control 
of the curriculum, which in turn 
strengthens the grip of l.e.a. officers 
on the internal organization of indi- 
vidual schools, will be to stifle re- 
sponse to the real needs of the eight- 
ies and nineties.

The recent re-analysis of the ‘Teaching Styles 
and Pupil Progress’ data provided results quite 
different from those of the original study 
which provoked such controversy five years ago. 
Jane Hesketh, who was involved with the 
follow-up study, asks some pertinent 
questions about research methods and purposes 

When best is

* The obvious response is that it depends - on “ 

the questions, the methods of analysis employed, 

and the purpose of the enquiry. These strands in a <1 
complicated area of social science have been « 
matters of concern for a long time. I recently n 
spent a year as an educational researcher and 0 
found it particularly thought-provoking. It is J 
illustrative to describe first some of the study I 0 
worked on as an example of some of the 
problems. . I * 

In March 1979, I joined a project in two f 
departments at Lancaster University as a statist!- 1 
rian/research officer. I was to work with Profes- ' 

sors Murray Atkin (Centre for Applied Statistics) f 

and Neville Bennett (Educational Research) on a h 
re-analysis of some of the latter’s data, which had ( 
been the basis of a study published a few years c 
earlier under the title Teaching Styles nd Pupil r 1 
Progress. 

\\ had generated very controversial results, 
among them that pupils’ abilities in certain basic t 

subjects improved more under formal traditional j 

teaching than under informal progressive 
teaching. Both the methods and the' interprets- ] 
tions had roused considerable debate. The data 
had never been released to anyone else, so this 1 
was the first opportunity to confirm or refute the ' 
findings. 

The original study had two stages. First, 
questionnaires were sent to primary school j 
teachers throughout Lancashire and Cumbria. 
Those of 468 fourth year teachers were selected, 
nd 38 items (mostly yes/no answers) were used to 
categorise them Into teaching styles. Secondly, 37 
typical teachers were chosen from the groups to 
form the basis of the pupil progress investigation . 
Their pupils were assessed by various academic 
and personality tests at the beginning and end of a 
year. 

In my first week at Lancaster, I encountered an 
unusual variation. on th& classical problem of 
missing data. Professor Bennett had thrown the 
teaching styles data away because, he explained, 
he thought it would not be. needed for a 
re-analysis. Fortunately, : a search revealed a 
computer printout of the nformation, but it was 
consequently Impossible -to resolve inconsisten- 
cies or eradicate errors jn It. The pupil progress ;

' errors I toufid- on-me -corHputef- file,weTe, eqsily j 
corrected from the originals. 

The next step was to examine the information 
about the teachers and the derivation of the 
Original classifications of informal, mixed and 
formal styles. Every possible number of styles 
from three to 22 had been tested using the 
technique of Ouster Analysis, and inevitably one 
of them (12) emerged US the “best” solution, 
Although some earlier studies had been favour- 
able, Cluster Analysis was still a relatively 
untried technique. The evidence for deciding that 
such dusters existed and that it was appropriate 1 
in this case was that the solution could be 
interpreted, and that ; observations of thO 
methods of teachers in the clusters matched their 
questionnaire responses. 

For a broad indication of a style, supplemented 
by other pertinent information (such as teachersV 
experience, which , was never included), this 
might have been adequate. But the teachers for 
-V the pupil progress section' were then chosen to 


represent certain of the supposedly identified 
clusters purely on the basis of their being closest 
to the profile of a typical teacher from that 
cluster. 

Moreover, in pupil progress, only seven (229 
teachers) of the 12 clusters were represented, of 
which four were designated informal or formal, 
in spite of the researchers* belief that Cluster 
Analysis “provides an indication that the ubi- 
quitous use of dichotomous descriptions of 
teaching styles fails to take into account the 
multiplicity of elements involved. The majority 
of teachers appear to adopt a mixed or intermedi- 
ate style for which the progressive-traditional 
dimension provides inadequate description." 

Taking with this the researchers' apparent 
confidence in the strength of clustering, it is 
surprising that five clusters were left out, In the 
belief that “the remaining seven represented the 
whole range and could be collapsed into three 
general styles, informal, mixed and formal". 
Some light may be shed on this by a comment by 
one of the research officers that those five 
clusters were hollow, and so had no typical 
, teachers. 


It is highly doubtful that Ouster Analysis was a 
suitable method in this case, and when its own 
results actually confirmed its inappropriateness 
by producing badly formed clusters even in the 
best case, it should certainly have been rejected. 
To have continued to use. seven of the groups, 
presuming some statistical validity for them, 
while conveniently ignoring the other five, wasl 
sheer expediency. There is no point in using a box 
of bad eggs if it still spoils your cake. 

The re-analysis concentrated- on. an entirely. 
different approach, using the latent class model 
developed by Professor Aitkin. Here again was a 
problem of finding the “best" of several solu- 


tions, and deciding whether or not it was I 
supported by the data. This was fully described in I 
the report, where more than one solution was 
presented and explored, along with the available 
evidence for and against both model and solu- 
tions. 

The next phase was to investigate the pupil 
progress section. A criticism of the original study 
had been its failure to allow for the sample of 
pupils being composed of the classes taught by 
the 37 teachers, and that this classroom mem- 
bership as well as the teacher's stye classification 

The effect of this was to neglect the strong 
influence on children who are taught by the same 
teacher, not only of that teacher's style, but of 
having the same physical surroundings, equip- 
ment, sets of friends and examination systems. 
This was remedied in the re-analysis, with 
interesting consequences. The new results re- 
garding relative effectiveness of teaching style 
were quite different from the original study’s." 
More importantly though, few of them were 
statistically significant if class membership was 
taken into account. This wns also true of the 
original study. 

This brief description of one study prompts 
several questions. 

For example, how may the suitability of a 
particular model be judged? How comprehensive 
and complex need the data and model be for 
them to reasonably describe the subject of 
research? 

Here we have seen the distortions created by a 
too simple model and an inappropriate method. 
Most models involve only a few variables (albeit 
condensed from many) because of the require- 
ment for statistical significnce, which can only be 
achieved with impossibly large amounts of data in 
any case of reasonable complexity. It is obvious 
that in many cases 3.0 or 40 responses from each 
individual will only sketch an outline, but the 
detection of patterns might only be possible in a 
sample of tens of thousands. J 

Professor Bennett himself has commented 
, recently that “the formal-informal distinction has 
outlived its usefulness", and that current research 
| involves a far wider variety of contributory 
. factors with more intricate interactions. This 
j might be paraphrased by saying that the be- 
haviour and methods of teachers are so crudely 
described by. their mere membership of one of 
three categories that consequent inferences ab- 
out the profession as a whole are misleading at 
best. 

What are the responsibilities of research 
workers? Social scientists have responsibilities in 
several directions: to the academic community, 
to their funding bodies, to all those who will use 
l their conclusions and, above all, to those whose 
s lives will be affected by any derisions or policies 
influenced by those conclusions. 

It is' imperative that their studies be open, 
y. verifiable, honest and thorough. The data should 
:1 not be destroyed, particularly when, as here. It is 
a important in a public debate. Great harm may be 
!-■ done by presenting unsubstantited conclusions,

or allowing false inferences to be drawn from 
results which only aply to a restricted group. 

What are (he effects of the kind of research 
described here? It commonly fuels a debate on 
educational methods whose participants proclaim 
all supporting evidence loudly and dismiss the test 
ns misconceived, misleading and irrelevant. 
Systems are perpetuated in which experts pre- 
scribe methods for others to execute. Classifica- 
tion fosters rigid attitudes, in which individuals 
are encouraged to conform to standards rather 
than experiment and adapt to varying circumst- 
ances. 

Are statistical techniques appropriate, im- 
plying as they do the existence of measurable 
quantities and mathematical relationships be- 
tween them? Given the considerable potential for 
hot only random but systematic errors at many 
levels (experimental design, test design, ques- 
tionnaire design, coding and transfer to computer 
storage), and given the difficulty of evaluating 
the suitability of statistical techniques in such 
situations, why do social scientists persist?. 

Most of the areas they deal with are very 
difficult to define precisely, arc not amenable to 
mesurement , and can only be treated mathemati- 
cally by making gross assumptions about the 
underlying structure. An obvious motive pre- 
sents itself; the vain search for objectivity and the 
doubtful authority of "scientific method". 

The use of statistics which are not widely 
understood reduces the accessibility of the 
arguments, placing the researcher in a position 
-'which few can assail.' It. is much easier to use 
available methods, even though they are unsuit- 
able or poorly comprehended, than to establish 
appropriate ones which may prove intractable. 

Surely the fundamental question is that of the 
purposes of research in the social sciences. Our 
awareness and understanding of the workings of 
society is hardly enhanced by their reduction to 
inadequate labels \vhich only reflect theorists’ 
prejudices. 

In the furtherance of their purposes, sbeial 
scientists have in statistics a sophisticated tool for 
gaining indications of a general nature which can 
then be carefully explored for their validity, 
meaning and details. If this were genuinely done I 
should be far less anxious; but all too often 
statistical results are presented as conclusive 
proof of the interpretations which are drawn 
from them. Valuable work can and hasbeendone 
by conscientious researchers such as Professor 
Aitkin, who present their methods and findings 
clearly, without mystification, and with due care 
for the consequences. 

Unfortunately,. the less sensational results of 
1 ..suqlj careful studies tend to be dismissed by 
educationalists arid policy footers as unaction-; 
able when they do not conveniently reduce 
individuals to type A, B, C or 2.1.7a.

It seems likely that many other 
entries which combine a particular offence 
with “dlsobediertce*' -' “fighting and disobedi- 
ence” is a not uncommon example - could 
refer to an initial refusal to be caned. The 
evidence suggests that a considerable number 
of the canings recorded were accepted only 
under considerable duress. Suspension involves, 
the parents, and may;g«>t on to a pupil's record 
and damage hi? job prospects.

The last caning is the first for any kind of 
violence (would the boy have been violent to 
others if. he had not been on the receiving end 
of so /nuch legalized violence- hlfnself?); But it 
was also for smoking,, despite die obvious 
futility of trying to keep from smoking a' boy 
who is about to leave school - and who is-, in 
any case, legally entitled to buy. cigarettes. 
Note also that blatant smoking is apparently 
worse than surreptitious, furtive smokirtg. 

Boy 20 was caned seven times. Five pf these 
seven canings took place within eight mpitths, 
when he was 15. ■ - l. 

The futility of dorporal punishment; is once 
again demonstrated. Only two weeks after 
being caned for smoking and lyfpg, the boy is 
caned a^ain for smoking. Similarly, only two 
weeks separate the last two beatings. And the 
final caning is for rbiioh. the , same jrind pf 
“horseplay" offence as the first , 1 two and a half 
years earlier. ;

Further beatings follow, the entries suggesting an 
increasing recalcitrance as time goes on. Three 
canings in the fourth year take place in just three 
months, culminating in three strokes, not only for 
stealing but a Iso for the catch-all offence of "gross 
misconduct”. Once again, the evidence suggests 
that corporal punishment makes behaviour 
worse. 

In all these cases, the total of canings for a 
particular boy may be higher than that shown 
here. All these boys would have been at the 
school before 1975 when the records available 
to STOPP begin, and may have been caned in 
the west building between 1975 and 1977 as 
well as jn 'the east building, the only part of 
the school for which STOPP lias the details 
during that period. 

A striking feature of these punishment book 
records is the repetition over the years of 
certain surnames. Of the 371 boys listed, 34 
are known to be brothers of other boys listed. 

A further 82 boys share 34 other surnames; 
they may not in every case be sets of brothers, 
but some Of them probably are. So at least 10 
per cent, and perhaps as many as 30 per cent 
of, the boys caned, are related to one or 
several other boys coned. 

Unsatisfactory family background' would be 
a plausible explanation of this phenomenon, 
but given the arbitrary nature of the school’s 
disciplinary system and the fact that so many 
beatings are inflicted for trivial reasons, it may 
well be that teachers tend to' be on the look- 
out for any sign 1 of indiscipline from younger 
brothers of known "trouble-makers”. 

After , a recent incident, in which a teacher - 
was accused of. physically attacking Hartcliffe’s 
headmaster, the chairman pf governors was. 
qyoted.ln the focal press: "I. don't believe, !we 
can tolerate violence In the school at any 
level". Yet legalized violence continues, week 
in, week out at this and thousands of other 
schools, where children’s' buttocks are ritually 
-lashed with a bamboo stick. It Is. , such a 
■ regular occurrence that 'those involved rArisly 
stop to reflect on the dehumanizing barfcapty 
it entails. * ■■■ 

In most civilized countries the perpetrators 
would be suspected of sadism and arrested by 
the police; here in 1 ; Britain, at this typical 
caiiipg school, the . whole sordid and futile 
business is an accepted part' of life. It is time 
to break the cycle of violence once and for. all.

Miles of good ideas 


“Bernard is a bom teacher.” Lady 
Miles, the actress Josephine Wilson, 
who is something of a dynamo herself 
in the backstage organization of the 
newly re-opened Mermaid Theatre, 
looks on as her husband launches into 
an explanation of the fulcrum with the 
aid or a pad and a ballpoint pen. A 
conversation with Lord Miles turns, in 
no time, into a compact general know- 
ledge course for flagging brains, admi- 
nistered with generous helpings of 
theatrical expertise - a twinkling eye 
and a wide repertoire of accents and 
gestures - and touches on scientific 
principles, the derivation of words, 
literature, education, history, politics, 
religion and methods of raising money.

Lord Miles, now 73, ■ was indeed 
once a schoolteacher, and there has 
been an educational tinge to every- 
thing he has done since.

One of his most famous roles - 
to be repeated next Christmas - is that 
of Long John Silver in the distinctive 
Mermaid production for children of 
Treasure Island. Jack Sprat, his pet 
parrot, a backstage personality to be 


site on the north bank of the Thames in 
the late fifties and took its name from 
the tavern where Shakespeare and his 
contemporaries were said to meet, had 
its beginnings in the Miles's garden in 
St John’s Wood. The new Mermaid, 
which opened last week after a hiatus 
of two and a half years, is still at Puddle 
Dock and retains much of the nautical 
charm of the original, despite being 

E art of a large and not especially 
eautiful office block. Lord Miles is 
delighted (“It's the loveliest theatre in 


Europe!”) both with the more spacious 
stage and the backstage amenities. 
Among the innovations is a facility for 
converting part of the building at will 
so that the Molecule Club has a little 
theatre of its own. 

The Molecule Club, founded in 
1967, is the most tangible expression of 
the Miles wonder at the universe and 
all it contains. The natural curiosity of 
primary school children is stimulated 
by dramatic expositions of scientific 
principles; the magic of theatre and the 
excitement of discovery come together 
in plays like Sparks, in which two 
Victorian children escape the clutches 
of a wicked count by putting their 
. newly acquired knowledge of electric- 
ity into practice. Molecule Club pro- 
ductions tour for 36 weeks each year 
and are eagerly awaited by teachers 
whq. in some cases, choose the term's 
projects according to the Molecule 
subject matter. 

There are to be two important 
departures from the usual pattern this 
autumn. The first play for five to seven 
year olds will be presented then and 
will explore the rainbow and the 
constituents of the prism with the aid of 
puppets. Rainbow Riddles is an adven- 
ture story in which colours have perso- 
nalities: Purple is an unpleasant, bossy 
lady "rather like the Red Queen in 
Alice", says Lady Miles, and White 
light is a godlike character who super- 
sedes all the colours because they exist 
in him. 

For young people at the other end of 
the age range is an idea about which 
Pat Weller, who runs Molecule, and 
Lord and Lady Miles are hugging 
themselves with satisfaction. A series 
of lecture/discussions ( no-one can 
think of a suitably unstuffy term) are to 
be given by extremely eminent scien- 
tists who, it is claimed, can speak 
direcily to 13 year olds, and simul- 
taneously fascinate adults. Margaret 


Burbidge . president-elect of the Amer- 
ican Association for the Advancement 
of Science and professor of astronomy 
at the University of California, will 
begin the Sunday evening series on 
September 6 with From Stardust to 
Quasars. Sir Fred Hoyle, on space 
travellers, and Sir Alan Cottrell, on 
adventure in science, follow in October 
and November. Audience participa- 
tion is to be eagerly encouraged. 

“Basically, we are missionaries ,’’ 
says Lord Miles, “England is going 
down the drain because science was not 
taught in the past. After the Industrial 
Revolution we became the workshop 
of the world and then sat back on our 
laurels.” He blames shortcomings in 
the science teaching of previous gen- 
erations for our present lack of en- 
gineers and views the Micro revolution 
with foreboding because we are unpre- 
pared. But ideally he would like the 
Molecule Club to explore other sub- 
jects too, including languages and 
history - his own subject as a student. 

Even in his plans for the main season 
of plays, Lord Miles has more than half 
an eye on educating the young. He 
plans to telescope Julius Ceasar and 
Antony and Cleopatra into a single 
play, two and a half hours long, by 
“‘carving them reverently down to the 
bare structure and vivid story line.” 

Most revolutionary of all his ideas, 
most controversial in its implications, 
but still a long way from fulfilment, is 
his dream of a Children's University. 
He believes that many children are not 
stretched sufficiently by the education 
i they receive at school and would enjoy 
advanced courses at the weekend if 
these could be provided at the Mer- 
maid. 

i The stamp of its founder is on the 
Mermaid itself: original, unstuffy, 
down to earth, but deliberately cher- 
ishing a spark of magic. Lord Miles is a 
: wonderful talkeT. coming out with all 



sorts of provocative statements in a 
conversation studded (“These are 
jewels I’m giving you!*') with refer- 
ences to Newton, the nature of 
Cleopatra. Pantheism, the Theory of 
Relativity, the song of the .whale, the 
number of atoms in u sugar lump, 
nuclear war and the “In such a night” 
speech from The Merchant of Venice. 
He looks into the distance ana becom- 
es Antony - or a would-be theatre 
nwner impressing his bank manager 


with his plans for a certain bomb site in 
the City. It is a bravura display. As his 
secretary says: “With Bernard, every 
day is fun.”

Between Sir Roland Penrose’s 
biography and Viva Picasso lies the 
story of a child prodigy who at 19 
left Barcelona for Paris having in- 
scribed a self-portrait. ‘•I the King\ 
and ended up just that; the monarch 
of modernism with a faithful court 
and acclaimed the world over even 
by those who hnd never seen a single 
picture. At what cost to critical in- 
tegrity, artistic success or common 
sense this fame was achieved these 
books reveal.

Most critics now agree that Picas- 
so s association with the Ballet Russe 
was a grave mistake and one that 


trivialized his art. But was the dan- 
cer he married, Olga Koklova, re- 
sponsible for his beau-monde life- 
style and, when the marriage began 
to fail, was she the cause of those 
violent, aggressive attacks on the 
female form that Picasso painted in 
the Inte twenties and thirties as has 
so often been suggested? Braque 
criticized the social ways and prob- 
ably the art but he never blamed the 
wife. Until such biographical matters 
are proven we must rely on the 
work. What then, is tne critical 
evaluation of Picasso? 

TWo books, both written since. 
Penrose’s biography and still avail- 
able, indicate its range. John Ber- 
ger's first published in 1965, might 
be said to represent a social evalua- 
tion and Timothy Pfilton’s, published 
a decade inter, on orthodox, mod- 
ernist one were it not that neither 
writer is so crudely partisan. Both 
are perceptive critics, sensitive to the 
issues involved and well aware of the 
dimensions of their task. On the 
essential rise and fall of Picasso’s 
“reer they are agreed; Cubism is 
the peak (“The most radical change 
in art since the Renaissance") and 
except for certain works in the next 
two decades the rest is a steady 
decline. Picasso never arrived at a 
final fulfilment of what he seemed 
capable. 

Their differences are in the 
accounts of this decline and probably 
in their interpretation of Penrose's 
much repeated statement of Picasso’s 
increasing isolation. (None of them 
explains to what extent he chose 
this.) For Berger, it is the result of 
Picasso s estrangement from the 
peculiar conditioning factors of his 
Spanish background and his volun- 
tary exile in the very different social 
and cultural milieu of France, which 
lie nevertheless needed for his artis- 
tic development. Except for the Cub- 
ist period he never achieved a real 
synthesis of subject, technique and 
social relevance, and ultimately it 
was a failure to find or be provided 
with appropriate subjects. 

For Hilton, it is Picasso’s unwil- 
lingness or inability to enter into any 


appropriate dialogue with new de- 
velopments after the First World 
War: “It becomes increasingly plain, 
as we study the art of the 1920s and 
1930s, that Picasso - whom we habi- 
tually think of as an innovatory artist 
- was in fact struggling with a ter- 
minal position; ironically, one that 
was in large part of his own making. 
He was involved with the end of the 
great tradition of European figure 
painting, not as an innovator but as 
an artist who could not rid himself of 
its traditions and implications” 

One statement by Berger pinpoints 
the vital difference as well as agree- 
ment between him and Hilton and 
goes a long way to explaining Picas- 
so s popular success. “Picasso’s 
genius is of a type that requires 
inspiration from other people. He is 
n spokesman or seer for others. He 
is in no sense the solitary modern 
investigator, for he hasn’t sufficient 
faith in reason or progress in art.” 
Hilton wants to see form and 
structural progress in art, Berger so- 
cial and cultural, while the vast 
majority arc content to settle for 
empathy. 

That is why Cubism, however 
admirable historically, philosophical- 
ly or even aesthetically, will remain 
elitist. It is too esoteric for most; a 
fact which is implied by Berger, 
stated by Hilton and made abundent- 
ly dear in Robert Rosenblum’s 
'] PicassO' and the Typography of 
Cubism.” One of seven essays By as 
many scholars, “Picasso in Retros- 
pect adds considerably to our grow- 
ing knowledge of what was intended 
and realised in Picasso's work. Un- 
like most other innovators in twen- 
tieth century art he neither wrote 
nor talked much about his aims or 
production. In life as in art, “Picasso 
always spoke in metaphors without 
any thought of justification.” Of 
that, we can be sure, Penrose is 
right.

"WHY DOES TEACHER ALWAYS GET THE BEST PARTS?"

The title of this article is a question I 
was asked at the recent N ATD Confer- 
ence at the University of Keele, after 
teaching a group of- mixed 12/13 year 
olds In a lesson designed mainly to 
enable all taking part in the conference 
to study the work of an individual child 
and focus upon learning outcomes. 

The children, although not very 
experienced in whole-group drama, 
were brimful of ideas and very deter- 
mined to get on with the action of their 
play. The context of the drama, which 
had been discussed with the children 
during our one previous meeting, was 
centred upon the community of 
Durham Cathedral in the twelfth cen- 
tury and specifically upon the dedica- 
tion of the Sanctuary Knocker. I chose 
this powerful symbol of refuge, identi- 
ty and “assistance without judgement” 
because of the richness of available 
meanings it offers. 

My atm as a teacher was to develop 
and test the children’s commitment to 
die rules of sanctuary which they had 
framed when confronted by a fugitive 
who, by virtue of his crimes, was riot 
particularly deserving. Indeed, his very 
presence was a threat to the commun- 
ity's standing with the Lord High 
Sheriff, who especially wanted to catch 
this man, 

After our initial tolk through, when 
roles and functions were allocated, 
cooks, gardeners, scribes, monks; 
nuns, wine makers and, significantly, a 
very stern and singfe-minded Abbess 
set about making their drama with 
verve and imagination. The two hours 
which followed may best be described 
by reference to the old story of the hare 
and the' tortoise. The hares rushed 
ahead, rule-making, praying, working, 
sleeping, processing, wulel struggled 
behind, desperately attempting to 


focus their activity. Whether this par- 
ticular tortoise got there first in the end 
is for others to judge. 

There were many issues arising from 
this lesson which merit lengthy consid- 
eration. Observers commented upon 
the effect their presence had, the 
problem of historical accuracy, and the 
natural tendency in a “one off” demon- 
stration lesson to ignore the possibili- 
ties of related “consequent learning” 
areas and press for a solution. Howev- 
er, the issue which seemed to be most 
contentious was the teaching style 
which I had chosen to use; that of 
teaching in role. Reactions varied from 
“admirable” through “interesting" to 
“dishonest, hypocritical and irres- 
ponsible”, this last description from a 
group of observers who were clearly 
not enamoured of my teaching. 

I am always a little surprised by 
observers' reactions to demonstration 
teaching, but the particular ferocity of 
this response leads me to ask “why 
does teaching In role elicit such strong 
responses from teachers and polarise 
ophilopTtke ho other Issue in education- 
al drama!" . It is not uncommon for 
teaching in role to be described -as 
“overt manipulation” and this occasion 
proved no exception. Frequently, 
teachers and students, filled with right- 
eous Idealism about child-centred 
learning, seem to forget that the nature 
of schooling is a process of manipula- 
tion with a powerful hidden curriculum 
and implicit message system, in which 
those who seek the “right answers” 
prosper. 

Somehow a process of covert man- 
ipulation is acceptable, but a teaching 
strategy like teaching in role which is so 
openly manipulative, even if part of a 
contract negotiated between teacher 
and children, causes hackles to rise. 


The crucial questions which are so 
often overlooked by critics of leaching 
in role are “To what end and for whose 
benefit is this particular strategy being 
used?", and “Is there some qualitative 
difference between this process and the 
more normally accepted teaching 
strategies?”. 

Trie literature of Drama in Educa- 
tion and the pioneering work of 
Dorothy Heathcote and Gavin Bolton 
is rich in exposition of the value and 
functions of teaching in role. The 
technique implies possibilities of using 
the natural momentum of the chil- 
dren’s dramatic belief, status and com- 
mitment within the drama, raising 
tension, focusing thinking, all without 
constant interruptions from "teacher". 
Perhaps 1 can best summarize these 
possibilities by saying that teaching in 
role offers the opportunity of how to 
teach without being teacher. Children 
learn very early a great deal about 
teachers, their behaviour, expectations 
and how they are best pleased. They 
learn that teacher is usually right and 
develop the skills of providing ex- 
pected answers to dosed questions. 
TTiey become adept at ... . 

range of roles and responses appropri- 
ate tri teachers and modify their be- 
haviour accordingly. It is precisely in 
offsetting this stiffing view of teachers' 
normal behaviour that the potential of 
teaching In role lies. Suddenly, here is a 
teacher who. can be wrong, doesn’t 
know, who may be questioned, criti- 
cized, excluded, challenged, even 
ignored. But also a teacher who listens, 
asks for advice, needs help, seeks 
reassurance and who thinks your ideas 
might be important.- 

Obviously, children know that you 
are still teacher but, for the period of 
the contract, it is possible to create 


what I have called elsewhere “a role 
dissonance 1 ', that is. the greatest gap or 
distance between the children's view of 
a teacher’s normal role set and their 
view of you within the drama. Thus 
roles which are not of “parallel status'* 
are usually most productive. 

The effect of this new perception of 
teacher can often be quite startling, but 
can never be less than liberating. It can 
create in the children a corresponding 
“role dissonance”. Now in the drama 
they are encouraged to take responsi- 
bility for whai happens, freed from the 
debilitating consequences of getting 
the “wrong answer" and required to 
take roles and decisions not perceived 
as possible in their normal role set. 
Underlying this approach are a number 
of ideas to do with the significance of 
self concept, the social construction of 
reality ana the factors which are most 
influential upon learning. 

In an article of this length, it Is not 
possible to explore these in detail but I 
hope to have hinted at a particular 
perspective which may be useful. 

The job of the drama teacher, in my 
view , is to use the medium of drama to 
provide learning experiences for chil- 
dren. These must be characterized by a 
feeling engagement on the basis that 
what children care about most they will 
learn best. Thus the role of the teacher 
is to enable, to give real responsibility 
to the learner, but at (he. same time to 
manipulate the potential of the drama- 
tic .medium in such a way as to focus 
learning areas for the child. 

The essential difference between 
this form of manipulation and various 
others lies in the willingness of the 
teacher to avoid prescribing that some-* 
thing shall be. learnt and by making 
learning areas available accepting the. 
child's right to make his own meanings. 


The kind ot drama which is a series of 
teacher-directed exercises or involves 
Ming off to do the group play offers 
little potential for serious learning. 
Indeed, the kind of oversensitivity 
which avoids nny intervention in the 
children's work is at best lazy and 
naive, and at worst a betrayal of the 
function of a teacher. 

Teachers, then, '“get the best parts” 
when teaching in role because their 
function is to manipulate the power of 
the medium to provide the greatest 
possible dramatic engagement for the 
participants. The aim of this engage- 
ment is to focus learning areas and to 
offer children the opportunity to per- 
ceive new possibilities and powers for 
themselves. It is a difficult technique 
which requires skill and patience, and 
not a little good humour, in the lesson 
which 1 have mentioned, the role that I 
chose was that of a low status sculptor 
of door knockers who had to be taught 
to write, did not fully understand the 
significance of the knocker he was to 
make , was not paid for his labours and, 
finally, os a result of asking too many 
awkward questions was bundled out of 
the cathedral and out of the lesson. 
' Perhaps it was not the best part after 
alll Bui it was a Tole that enabled me to 
try to fulfil my function as a teacher, 
however unsuccessfully, in a manner 
appropriate to the central values of the 
. medium. Wc should not settle for less!

Brian Hayward on the 
“Theatre About . 
Glasgow” company 

Tlie theatre world knows that the 
Glasgow Glizens' is representing 
Britain in mnjor festivals in Holland, 
Germany and Venezuela this 
summer. 

In the shade of this much-praised 
company thrives its sturdy infant, 
Theatre About Glasgow, or TAG in 
its helpful -acronym. In the struggle 
for life among the small fry of tour- 
ing and educational theatre, only the 
fittest survive to tell their tales. Ten 
years ago in Strathclyde, the largest 
of Britain’s educational authorities, a 
half dozen full-time educational 
theatres were at work; now only 
TAG survives. 

It survives on its diversity and 
single-mindedness. Its diversity takes 
it to schools, colleges and community 
centres, performing modern plays, 
classics, and commissioned works. 

Its single nim to present the best 
possible theatre to children of ail 
aces. And whnt is the best theatre? 
Director Ian Wooldridge has a three- 
fold answer: “Performing in schools 
means that your audience is in a 
familiar, even humdrum, setting. 
You have to fight that and win. Its 
absolutely vital to start with a power- 
ful visum image”, for TAG this is 
regularly done by designer Shirley 
Bucklow, whose imaginative sets enn 
eclipse n school hall and fit in the 
back of a van. 

The second premise is that “we 
are all getting old, very quickly”. 
TAG does not pretend that 22 is 
only eight years older thnn 14. The 
group makes a study of .youth cul- 
ture, reading all the comics and "fan- 
zines", ana forcing themselves to 
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Bassanlo gets a shoeshine from the Gobbos, father 
and son, hi the TAG version of “Merchant of Venice".

The third Wooldridge law resem- 
bles the advice given to Battle of 
Britain pilots: “Fly a straight course 
for three minutes and you are a dead 
duck. Variety is the price of life in 
the constant dog-fight with a school 
audience. And just because children 
are the most unsophisticated audi- 
ence in the world, don’t think you 
can patronize them.” ' 

For a company which meets most 
of its annual 30,000 audience in 
schools, TAG is resolutely “anti- 
educational". II is a children's 
theatre, and they are content to leave 
teaching to the professionals. Their 
idea of misplaced energy is a drama- 
documentary on ^Sewage disposal in 
Glasgow In the 1890s”, “That can be 
done by chalk and talk,* 1 says Ian , 
Wooldndge, “and then who needs 
us? We ao what, the teachers cannot 
do." . i ' • •• . 

What they do is go into schools 
with relevant plays. Their regular 
writer, Stuart Paterson, goes to 
schools to talk to teachers and chil- 
dren. 'Though the customers may 
suggest the theme, vyhat TAG comes 
back with is theatre,: not a drama- 
tized. , lesson.' So Ape-Talk might 
seem to you and me to be about 
ecology, but to the Primaries it is a 
good.-, story about a fell Glasgow 
Boy, with a real boy's problems, who 
one day happens to take a friendly 
ape home from ;the zoo. The same 
vein of natural fantasy is apparent In 
. The Secret. Voice, pitched at the top 
Primary class, and featuring Linda, a 
girl who jibs at moving on to the 
secondary school, and instead stays

Every face showed amazement as the 
junior children of Wheatley School, 
Oxfordshire, filed into their null to sec 
E is for Energy. They were ushered 
round what was plainly meant to be n 
jungle clearing by a skin-clad inhabi- 
tant who introduced himself as Shu. 

Primitive cries came from behind n 
leafy screen, and Professor Colander, 
binoculars in hand, strode in searching 
for tiie Chabi Chabi tribe in a Sonin 
American jungje. 

This was the Daylight Theatre, tour- 
ing group of three actors: Hugh 
Young, Roger Burfield and Tsobcl 
Arnett. The play about uses of energy 
was written by Hugh and sponsored for 
performances in 99 primary schools by 
the Department of Energy as part of ils 
education programme. 

With Sha dragged back to energy- 
guzzling Europe Ty the professor, the 
message throughout was perfectly 
dear, though entertainingly presen tea: 
Don’t squander the world s precious 
resources. 

The group was set up four years ago 
under a job creation scheme by tne 
county drama adviser in Gloucester- 
shire, John Barker. Based in Stroud, it 
began by depicting historical events, 
also scripted by Hugh. When the year's 
funding came to an end, they formed a 
^company and added plays on a con- 
servation theme to their repertoire. 
They now visit 300 schools a year, with 
a different play each term. 

“Conservation is a subject tht parti- 
cularly concerns me and it works well 
in schools because it Is both topical and 


quiet activity that can creep into a 
school and creep out again. Maybe we 
stir them up a bit, and lay the teacher's 
reaction on the line, but the teachers 
seem to like it.” 

For many actors, educational 
theatre is the thom hedge you have 
to scramble through to get your 
Equity card, the passport to the 
over-grazed pastures. of real theatre. 
TAG has tried to change that. Full- 
blooded children’s theatre has its 
appeal; talented performers like 
Donald Crerar ana Patricia Ross 
.come back season after season for 
the “nine schools a week" routine; 
actors who have taken their first con- 
tract put of drama college with some 
dreary rep come in for the challenge 
and excitement of the work. TAG'S 
spectrum of plays helps, as does the 
size and variety of Strathclyde, and 
the invitation. (6 arts festivals. . 

. Best of all, once a year the famous 
parent stands aside, and they gel on 
the stage of the Citizens' Theatre. 
Itself. Not with a special production, 
mind you; but with the schools' show 
they, are currently touring. It is then 
a wise child knows ils father. As Ian 
Wooldridge puts it: “There's a feel- 
ing in. Glasgow that the theatre audi- 
ence is regularly, getting something 
massively ■ exciting. So when we get

Asked about the professor's energy- 
intensive home, the Wheatley children 
were eager to point out how she had 
turned up her central heating because 
she was cold and promptly proceeded 
to open the window. She also left doors 
open and lights on - little wonder her

The play also explored the uses of 


alternative sources of energy - solar, 
wave and wind power - though not 
blatently controversial topics, like nuc- 
lear ana environmental issues.

However, most teachers already had 
planned how to follow the play up and 
said it provided a useful starting point 

In fact, Hugh prefers teachers not to 
anticipate tlieir visit with any prepay, 
tory work. Ideally they like their 
nppeuriincc in school to be a complete 
surprise which they believe gives the 
play the most drumntic impact. 

Certainly after the performance I 
attended, the children were anxious to 
take the conservation message home 
nnd posed plenty of questions after- 
wards. 

“My Muin always boils the kettle 
twice and leaves lots oF doors open” 
stud one 8-year-old. Another wished 
they had not had their fireplace taken 
out! 

They were intrigued by the costumes 
and props, too, asking where they had 
conic from - joke shops and jumble 
sales mostly - and were keen to handle 
them. 

"Being able to come into close 
contact with us means a great deal to 
children of all ages and we are glad to 
respond to them , Hugh says. “We are 
particularly aware of this need when 
playing to children at special schools. 

“The questions are important, too, 
as out aim is to act as a catalyst to get 
the children thinking. Naturally to 
keep their attention, tne play, whatev- 
er its theme, must also be entertaining, 
with a good story and plenty of music 
and dance. We ourselves certainly 
have fun which seems to rub off on the 
audience.” 

However, keeping a touring com- 
pany on the road in times of escalating 
costs is by no means as rewarding 
financially. The charge is n bare mini- 
mum of £40 for plays which are not 
sponsored. They keep costs down by 
rehearsing in their own living room, 
building scenery in the garden shed, 
humping it round in a transit van. 

Nevertheless, both Roger and 
Hugh, the co-founders, firmly choose 
to work in schools in preference to 
repertory or television in which they 
also have experience, They like the 
immediate feedback they get from 
children and the control they can exert 
over the script nnd where they per- 
form. 

Details of the group’s nutumn prog- 
ramme in schools nave yet to be 
finalised but the hope Is that the 
Department of Energy will sponsor 
another play, this time for secondary 
schools In the north of England and 
Scotland. 
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offers grants to theatres, touring companies, writers, performers, 
ahd directors across Scotland .through a large number of

other. 

But the relevance and importance of 
the work is far greater than that; for 
example, a project can develop drama 
capabilities for both sets of students. It 
can link with and explore work from 
other areas of junior schoolchildren's 
timetable. 

Furthermore, if it is truly participa- 
tory DE work, the imaginative free- 
dom of the younger children is often an 
example to the older students, who 
have to truly improvise if there are 
openings for the younger children to 
contribute. 

Similarly. "Working with junior 
schoolchildren” has become a project 
idea that many of my C.S.E. candi- 
dates take up.

Mr Willi am Tagg, director of the 
Advisory Unit for Computer Based 
Education at Hatfield argued recent- 
ly that it was extremely important 
for education that software writers 
got their due reward. “Good soft- 
ware writers", he said, "are very few 
and far between. If they are to con- 
tinue working we have to make it 
worth their while." 

However, in spite of the problems, 
uncertainties and the recession most 
major publishers are apparently at 
least considering entering the field. 
Many are probably waiting to see 
how Longmans fare or until the 
situation m schools is more settled. 
Following the announcement of gov- 
ernment subsidies for certain compu- 
ters, which many schools were wait- 
ing for before deciding which compu- 
ter to buy, the situation should be- 
come clearer. 

Mr Spincer argues that the com- 
mercial publishers role is in the pro- 
duction of integrated packages. Non- 
commercial projects in education 
which are producing computer soft- 
ware don’t nave the expertise or faci- 
lities to produce print materials, nor 
do they feel that they should do the 
detailed, gruelling ana essentially un- 
creative work involved in up-dating 
and maintaining software or duplicat- 
ing it for another machine. Commer- 
cial publishers, he feels, can under 
take this. 

Brian Jackson, director of the 
Computer Advisory Unit at Chelmer 
Institute of Higher Education, dis- 
agrees, He argues that publishers are 
“not awake to the problems of main- 
taining software", and that they 
would do belter to involve them- 
selves in the dissemination of ideas 
and information about computers 
and computing in education and to 
leave the distribution of programs to 
organizations within education. 

It would seem, however, that pub- 
lishers have already decided that, as 
one spokesman said, “this is an area 
we can't afford to ignore".

"photography is a socially con* 
strutted means of representing a 
socially constructed reality”; a defini- 
tion which leads to a critique of the

The objective of the Photography 
Project is: by various approaches to 
facilitate what one may call a step- 
ping back from the dominant con- 
structed _ reality, a stepping back 
which gives perspective ana allows 
one to oecome aware of the choices 
and selections involved.
